TUc Veto Message. 

It will be remembered that- a short timebefore 
^tho adjournment of the last Congress a bill making 
large appropriation for the improvements of rivers 
and harbours within our borders passed both 
houses. -Being sent to President Pnoumfor his:.p 
provahe!. very promptly refused to sign it, return- 
ed it with a short message giving in general terms 
of his objections. Ho stated that there would not 
Be sufficient time between that and the close 
of the session to give his objections in full, but 
that he would do so at the earliest possible con- 
venience. He has kept his word, and the impor- 
tant document is now before Congress and the 
people. 

We have read it carefully, and unhesitatingly 
pronounce it one of the ablest State papers we 
hare ever read. Basing his principal objections 
■upon high constitutional grounds, he carries 
them through all their ramifications, and proves 
to our minds, beyond question, that the enact- 
ment by congress of this and similar laws is an as- 
sumption of power not authorised by the Con- 
stitution. 

The best evidence of the ability of this mes- 
sage is the fact that the leading whig papers of 
the Union have assaulted it .with an energy 
•and vehemence hitherto unknown in the history 
of such documents. Knowing it to be folly to 
attempt an argument upon any of the grounds 
taken by the President, they have, jumped all 
discussion and deal largely in irony, fanfaronade 
and immeasurable abuse. The Louisville Jour- 
nal grows particularly malignant over it, and in 
its issue of Tuesday a column and a half is de- 
voted to its ‘'cussing” — not discussing. The 
whole article is written in bad taste, bad hu- 
mor, and with still worse logic. 

The writer bagi ns his onslaught of the Presi- 
dent by telling us that 

"Compared with the messages of Monroe ami 
Jackson and Polk upon the same? subject, the 
l’rdidont’sfcw sea tared admirer < must admit it 
to bo weak and common place. It embodies no 
fresh arguments or facts of illustrations. It 
does not even tell the old story in a new way. 
unless mere bungling may pass for novelty of 
method. It is, however, more compact and log- 
ical in its form than the annual message, anu, 
although destitute of point, is upon {/«- whole an 
abler production. If the President does not equal 
others he at least surpasses himself. As th» 
most considerable of .his achievements in this 
line, it is entitled to a formal notice." * 

And winds up that part of it by saying: 

“We have never considered President Pierce’s 
mind particularly clear upon any question, but 
upon that of internal improvements it appears 
to be more hopelessly confused than upon any other." 

What an amazing clearness of logic there isin 
all this! The me-sage is "an abhr production’, 
than the annual one! The President “surpasses 
himself, and yet upon the fuestionsdiscussed in 
it, his mind is more hopelessly confused than up- 
on any other!” There isasubtlctyin this reason- 
ing that drives a man irresistable to *a conclu- 
sion, but not the conclusion which the editor of 
the Journal is seeking to reach. • 

Again: 

"According to the best of our generalization, 
howcvc.vthc President’s objections to the river 
and httrbor bill appear to be two-fold. In the 
first place, he believes the bill tobe unconstitu- 
tional; and in the second place, lie believes it to 
be inexpedient. 

So far as the President’s objections relate to 
the question of expediency, they are themselves 
wholly improper and unconstitutional. In the 
scheme of our government, the President pos- 
sesses no legislative power whatever, and lie 
transcends nis constitutional province the mo- 
ment he proceeds to inquire into the mere policy 
of a bill presented to him for his signature. The 
veto power is confined by the letter of the Con- 
stituiiou as well as by the construction of the 
most eminent statesmen of the country to those 
cases only in which the legislative body has vio- 
lated the Constitution or in which some inad- 
vertance has defeated the legislative will. If the 
President may properly reject, a bill because, in 
hisjudgmeiW, it is inexpedient, lit is plainly a 
co-ordinate branch of the legislative power, and 
holds tile legitimate action of the other branches 
in as absolute check as they hold each other — 
as absolute, indeed, rfstlic Roman Tribune held 
the Roman Senate.” 

Toour minds there' is no such generalization 
in the‘ message. The objections are founded 
alone on constitutional grounds, and all of the 
questions of expediency discussed in it serve 
only to show that such and such appropriations, 
being inexpedient, could not have been intended 
by the framers of our cousiitntion to be em- 
braced within its powers. It is reasoning from 
effect to cause. A constitution must of neces- 
sity contain more implied powers than tho-e 
granted by express letter, and the only way by 
which a rational conclusion upon a question of 
implied power can be arrived at, is to extend 
the principle in question to its fartherest 
lirnitsin order to 1 discover where it will lead 
and where it will end. If in that event it nec- 
essarily lends to abuse and from that to ruiu. 
It proves conclusively that those who made the 
constitution did not recognize such a principle, 
nnd it is therefore pronounced unconstitutional. 
So President Pierce has done in the message be- 
fore u«, and nothing more. 

The Journal’s argument that a President’s 
objections to a bill upon a question of expedi- 
ency is "improper and unconstitutional” is as 
futile as might be expected from the pen of an 
able writer engaged fn a bad cause. It is ex- 
ceedingly specious, and is written with such an 
air of seriousness that some men might be in- 
duced to think the writer was indeed in earnest. 
B hen divested, however, of its special plead- 
ing and its ad-captandum the whole fabric of its 
reasoning falls to the ground like a spent sky- 
rocket. It is not true ns is stated that "the veto 
power is confined by the letter of the constitution 
as ’veil a3 by the construction of the most omi- 
nent statesmen of the country to those eases on- 
ly in which the legislative body has a*iolated 
the constitution, or in which some inadvertence 
has defeated the legislative will.” If there be 
a clause in the constitution whose strict letter 
confines the veto power only to such laws as are j 
»n violation of it, wo Itiyve never had the mis- [ 



fortuue to read it. We have not a copy of that 
instrument before us, but as far as our memory 
serves, the only clause in it which grants or im- 
plies that power, is the one which deciar es that 
after Congress shall have passed a law it slialj 
be presented to the President for his approval oi 
rejection. If heapproveit he shall sign it, and 
if he disprove it he shall return it from whence 
it came. Now, if there be anything in that 
whose “letter” confines the veto only to viola- 
tions of the constitution, we would be obliged to 
ourcsteemed friend of the Journal to point it out. 
To our minds, questions of expediency, hasty 
and inconsiderate legislation, though Constitu- 
tional, are the very questions that are most par- 
amount for an Executive to consider, and for 
which the veto clause in the constitution was 
enacted. If it were confined alone to violations 
of the Constitution it would reflect but little 
wisdom upon those who framed it. If those 
are the only cases in which it can lawfully be 
used, it is worse than nonsense, because if a 
law is passed by Congress that is unconstitution- 
al and is signed by the President , it is nothing 
more, at last, than a nullity. The approval or 
disapproval of the Executive does not affect it 
in the least. His signature would make it no 
better, and his veto no worse. It is idle there- 
fore to argue that our fathers placed upon the 
charter of liberty which they gitvc us for our 
better government, a principle whose chief in- 
gredients are nonsense, and engrafted upon our 
noble tree a dead branch whose buds have no 
hope for ever opening, and whose sapless stem 
will never become a fit resting place for our 
young Eagles to fold tlieir wings in peace. 

But we have said enough to vindicate this in- 
valuable document from misconception and mis- 
representation. The message itself is, however, 
its own best defender, and we advise all our 
readers to get it and read for themselves.

Deaii Col. — Agreeably to my promise, made 
when I last saw you, I now write to you. What 
shall 1 say? Whereto begin? are questions 1 
ask myself, without being able to find a satisfac- 
tory answer, lor I have So many things to say 
and so little time to say them in that I am “all 
in a flutter” as the girls used to say. I shall 
leave the account of my trip from your hospita- 
ble city to this place for a future letter, and I 
assure you, that I regret exceedingly that want 
oTtime compels me to do so, for there is much of 
interest in it. I found my friends here well, 
and many of them engaged in one of. the most 
remarkable religious revivals ever witnessed in 
Kentucky. The revival is still going on; over 
ninety persons have connected themselves with 
the church, since the revival began. I forgot to 
say that the revival was in the M. E. Church of 
which Rev. Medley is Pa-tor. I listened thi- 
morning to a most excellent discourse, delivered 
by the Rev. E. C. Thornton; formerly editor of 
the Big Sandy News. Mr. Thornton is a very 
1 interesting speaker, a good reasoner, and devo- 
tedly given to the good work. This revival is 
the more remarkable because this community 
has for years been entirely indifferent to the no. 
cessity of setting their "bouses in order” before 
the sleep of death should overtake them. 

Preachers of the gospel have come amongst us 
and called us To repentance time and again but 
meeting with no encouragement havegone away 
disheartened — they sowed seed which are now 
bringing forth good fruits. 

You are award that on the 19th of January, 
Stephen Short and William Ilarncy are to be 
executed at this place. — Short for the murder of 
A. B. McFarland, and Harney for the murder of 
Malone. They are ironed and closely guarded, 
night, and day, with no hope that they can e - 
cape the awful doom which awaits them. Har- 
ney is a man about forty years old and was once 
quite a fine looking, and was, until a slmrt time 
before he committed the horrid crime for which 
ho is to suffer, esteemed by all his acquaintance 
a remarkably kind man. Dissipation and bad 
company have brought him to the cell of a con- 
demned felon. 

Stephen Short is about 35 years old and is one 
of the finest looking men you ever saw — he is a 
model of that class of Kentuckians we so often 
bear spoken of but seldom see, (i. e.) "the half 
horse and half alligator breed” “could whip hi.s 
weight in wild cats.” Short is over six feet 
high and is without doubt the be- formed man 
of that height in the State. Poor Follow! whis- 
ky and bad company brought him to where he 
is. • It is said, that avhen sober he wasakind and 
harmless man but u%n drinking that lie could be 
persuaded te do anything, and there is no doubt 
tbit he was persuaded to the deed for which lie 
is to suffer death by hanging. 

Both of these men are yisited frequently ba- 
the ministers of the gospel and others, and, it is 
said, they are earnestly seeking to make peace 
with their God, and that Harney has made a pro- 
fession of religion. Harney was never married; 
Short will leave a wife and eight children. 

U. R. McKellup, who several years since rep- 
resented Lewis county in the legislature, died 
at his residence in Clarksburg, Ky., a few days 
since. McK. beat Gen. Tho. Marshall in Lewis 
county, when the General was thought to be in- 
Vincible, that lionised him at Frankfort before be 
got there; and after ho did get there, his wit and 
good humor with his poetical talents still made 
him the "lion” of that session. 

Some of his impromptu pieces avere published 
extensively that winter. One of them avas writ- 
ten afeer he had attended the Governor’s annual 
party, and was in the form of a petition for an- 
other party that tho e wholiad lost hats, eloakes. 
<fcc., might “right themselves.” The only piece 
was fullof humor. I only remember a Verse of 
it and would have forgotten it only that it. has 
the name of “Seaton” in it, and avho was then a 
member from this county. Here it is: 

* Fo- instance. Sir, our old friend. Seaton, 

In Hie hat fune tv as fairly beaten; 

His beaver fine. wi ich cost him eight. 

For its slow master would not wait. 

And Diver* others wore away 

Hats they knew not the next dav." 

This only gives you a faint idea of what the 
petition avas. Poor McK. has gone, but he has 
left many and warm friend--, behind him, who 
will ever remember him as one of the best fol- 
lows in the world as avcll asa man of genius!““ I 
have drawn this letter out toa length that I had 
not intended, and long as it is I have told you 
but little. I shall in my next endeavor to "say 
less but tell you more.”

Judge Campbell delivered the opinion of the 
Court, reversing and annulling the decree of 
aid Circuit Court with costs, rendering decree 
B n favor of complaint.

I gressed with the knowledge of somunme or more 
of the justices, as to the manner iu which it had 
been authorized, and with the knowledge of 
some-others, acquired during its progress; that 
I the house was in fact being erected on the pub- 
1 lie grounds on which the jailor’s house had for- 
merly stood. There seems to he no doubt that 
the county judge believed Tie was authorized to 
have the building erected, without the coopera- 
tion of a majority of the justice;; it is also cer- 
tain that Smith, the builder, believed that he 
was properly authorized to erect the building, 
and that the county was bound to him fur pay- 
ment therefor. 

The Court, per Ch. J. Marshall, held — That the 
Constitution of 1850 (Art. 4, see. 37) authorizes 
the Legislature to provide that the justices of the 
.peace in each county shall sit at the court of 
claims ami assist iu laying the county levy and 
making appropriations only. That the act of 
March, 1851, requires the attendance of the jus- 
tices in making appropriations exceeding $100, 
at one term; and that, although the 19th art. of 
the Rev. Stat. (title Courts) gives power to the 
county court, in general terms, to erect, superin- 
tend, and repair all needful county buildings 
and structures; yet, ns the 4th sec. of the 21st 
art., same title, doclarcs that justices of the 
peace shall only compose a part of the court in 
laying the county levy and appropriating 
money, and transacting other financial business, 
and'move especially as the 1st sec., art. 3 (title, 
Couuty Levy) declares expressly that the county 
court shall not, unless Composed of a majority 
of justices of the comity, have power to appro- 
priate or charge upon the county more than $50 
for one object, nor moro than $100 at one term, 
his Honor considers it unquestionable, that the 
cmtntyjiulge, sitting as the county court, has no 
power to lay a charge upon the county for the 
erection of a now jail, at a cost exceeding, as in 
this ease, the . sum authorized to be charged upon 
the county. His Honor considers the traugro-:- 
sion the more flagrant from the circumstance that 
no limit w as fixed to the cost of the building or- 
dered by him to be erected. 

His honor concludes that the county of Har- 
rison or its county court, as an aggregate body, 
0171/(731 corporation, acting for the county in its 
fiscal afiairs; and authorized through the puwe: 
«of taxation to provide for and coerce the debts 
due the county, was bound by any order which 
the comity judge, or less than a majority of the 
justices of the couuty of Harrison, sitting as a 
couuty court, may have made — and that much 
less are they bound by the vague and uncertain 
acquiescnce of some members of the body who 
may have seen the work going on without ob 
jeetion or question. 

His honor further says, that although he must 
conclude, upon the case presented by the record, 
that the judgment against the county court, eo 
nomine to be enforced, doubtless against the 
couuty is erroneous, yet, that he is of opinion 
that the building having been erected in the 
public ground for a public purpose coming within 
the legitimate objects and power of the county 
court, and by the authority if not by the formal or- 
der of the couhty judge, and the labor and expense 
of the erection having been incurred by anindi 
vidual, in good faith, for the public benefit, under 
the belief that he was acting under proper author 
ity, and that the county court and the county 
were bound fur his reimbursement, he was in 
justice and good conscience entitled to a just 
equivalent, at least to the extent of the amelio- 
rations of the public property, produced by his 
labor and expense. That, if it had appeared 
that the comity court ((a majority of the justices 
being present) had assumed this new 1 erection 
by authorizing its jailor to occupy it, or other- 
wise the claim in conscience and justice might 
assume the character of an enforceable equity — 
that at all events the buildor may remove the 
building. 

Judgment reversed, with directions to dismiss 
the petition without prejudice. 

Smith vs. Mobeuly, Madison county. 

This action was brought to recover a small 
piece of land in the possesion of the appellant. 
The defendant in the Court below, in his answer, 
not only denied the plaintiff’s right to the pos- 
session of the land, but alleged that he himself 
was the equitable owner of it by purchase from 
the plaintiff, and had, in goood faith, made Val- 
uable and lasting improvements upon it. He 
set up claim for pay therefor, in case he worA 
compelled to give up the land, and asked for a 
lien thereon for the value of said improvements. 

The plaintiff denied that he had sold the land 
to the defendant, or that the latter had paid him 
anything for it. 

The evidence was deemed by this Court suf- 
ficient to establish the fact that the appellant 
obtained the possession of tire land sued for by 
sxnc verbal contract pf purchase with the appel- 



lor. It does not, however, appear that any part 
of the purchase money had been paid. 

The Court, per Justice Simpson, held — 

That, as judgment was recovered against ap- 
pellant for the land, he had a right to appeal 
therefrom, and this Court has jurisdiction over 
it. 

The judgment is objected to upon the ground 
that it was rendered by the Court without the 
intervention of a jury. His Honor says that 
the answer contained an equitable defense, and 
{he issue made upon it was properly tried in the 
maimer prescribed in cases of equitable proceed- 
ings. That this action having been commenc- 
ed by ordinary proceedings, and the defendant’s 
answer having denied the plaintiff’s right to 
the possession of the land, an issue was there- 
by made between the parties which w as not 
cognizablein equity; and that, when the equita- 
ble defense was adjudged insufficient, the Court 
should have referred the legal issue to a jury, un- 
less atrial by jury was waived. (10 sec. Code 
Prac.) That it is evident from the language of 
the section suora that issues which are purely 
legal are* to be tried, not as equitable issues, but 
as cases of ordinary proceedings. 

That issues of fact, arising in actions by ordin- 
ary proceedings for the recovery of raouey or of 
specific real or personal property, shall bo tried 
by a jury unless a jury trial is waived. (342 
sec. Code Prac.) That, although the record 
shows no waiver by defendant of the trial by 
jury in either of the modes prescribed by the 
Code, yet that it shows that the parties, by con- 
sent, transferred the case, and not merely the 
equitable issue, to the equity docket, and that 
the defendant thereby consented that the whole 
case should be thus tried, and waived the jury 
trial. 

That, as the testimony showed that the value 
of the improvements made by the defendant ex- 
ceeded a reasonable rent for the premises during 
the possession thereof by defendant, the Court 
below should have enforced the payment of the 
excess before rendering a final judgement for 
the plaintiff, even if the issue of fact, which, 
according to this opinion, should liavo been 
by a jury, if no consent had been given that it 
might be tried by the Court, had bceu properly 
decided iu his favor. 

That, inasmuch as the plaintiff failed to show 
that the defendant’s possession was unlawful, 
and the Court says it was incumbent on him to 
show every fact essential to his right of recovery, 
he was not entitled to a judgment, and his pe- 
tition should have been dismissed. 

His Honor says, however, that he, plaintiff, 
ill have a right to bring another action when 
defendant’s possession shall become tortious. 



ETA motion for a new trial of Green, the 
wealthy and mercenary banker of Chicago, who 
has been convicted of murdering his wife, has 
not yet been argued. The Times of the 4th 
says; 

The intense interest evinced by the commu- 
nity in this trial seems not to have subsided in 
the" least, for on each morning, since the verdict 
of the jury, the court-house has been filled with 
anxious spectators, eager to know what will be 
the final result. It is expected that, if the mo- 
tion is not granted, the Court will immediately 
proceed to pronounce the sentence.” 

E7“‘The glorious news has reached us,” says 
the Freeman’s Journal (Roman Catholic) of New 
York, “that on the 8tli of December, Pope Pius 
IX, of immortal renown, in presence of the car- 
dinals and princes of the church, declared it an 
article of divine faith, that the Mother of God 
our Most BleskeJ Lady was conceived without 
the guilt of original sin:” The following is the 
dispatch received by the Universe, of Paris, by 
telegraph: 

Vienna, Dec. 10, 1854. 

Tile Pope, officiating at St. Peters, has pro- 
mulgated, after the Gospel (at 11 o’clock,) the 
expected decree. The Immaculate Conception 
is declared the faith of the Church, and whoev- 
er denies it is a heretic. 

. Two hundred Bishops were present. Never 
has such a multitude been seen. Rome is in- 
toxicated with joy. 

Fef.e Tiiade. — The Democratic members of 
both houses met in caucus on last week in the 
Hall of the Representatives, to consider the re- 
commendation of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to revise the present tariff. 

A resolution of the following purport was 
passed. 

Kesolced, Thst it is right and proper that the 
duties on goods, wares and merchandize import 
ed into the United States from foreign countries 
should be reduced by Congress at the present 
sesssion to the revenue standard, carrying out the 
principles of the tariff of 184B. . 

It is said that the Whigs and the Democrats 
who -were in favor of Mr. Guthrie’s bill will 
unite iu the House and pass it. 

Murder in St. Louis. — Philip locating, an 
Irishman living on Water street, had a boarder 
in his house named Thos. Kane, whom he sus- 
pected of improper intimacy with his wife. On 
Wednesday evening, happening to return homo 
in a state of intoxication, he saw them both sit- 
ting at the door, Kane, as he supposed, having 
his hand in Mrs. Kitting’s lap. His jealousy be- 
ing aroused, he forthwith fell upon Kane, 
knocked him outof the chair, and continued to 
beat him violently until he was dead. 

Failure of Belcher* Bro. — The St. Louis 
papers seem to be totally oblivious of this great 
suspension. In the Intelligencer of the 5th we 
find the following: 

. Several of the suspended houses were corres- 
pondents of Belcher * Bro., sugar refiners, 
whose stupendous works are the pride and boast 
of St. Louis. Wo do not know- that Belcher & 
Bro. will need protection from the return of their 
drafts, but if they should, and half a million 
were needed to sustain their operations, we be- 
lieve it would readily be forthcoming in St. 
Louis. 



Congressional. 

* Washington, Jan. 6. 

House. — Mr. Maxwell askod, but did not 
obtain leave to odor a resolution calling on the 
President to furnish the House with the number 
of persons holding situations iu the Department, 
designating those appointed since March 1, 1853; 
also, stating how many of such were born in 
foreign countries. 

Mr. Ready ottered a joint resolution, which 
was adopted excluding the public printer, and the 
superintendent of the public printing from the 
benefit of the resolution passed last session, 
giving extra compensation to the employees 
of the legislative department of the govern- 
ment.. 

Mr. Clingman asked the unanimous consent of 
the House to make a personal explication, which 
he said was due to the other gentlemen as well 
as himself. 

Leave being granted, the gentleman proceed- 
ed: “There is a statement in some of the news- 
papers relative to some remarks of the gentle- 
man from Virginia, Mr. Bayly, who is the chair- 
man of the committee on Foreign Affairs, made 
the other day upon the question of offering our 
mediation to the European powers now engaged 
in war, which, as it is published, does a little 
injustice to myself ana other members of the 
committee. 

“I wish to state that when the committee, 
two or three weeks ago, authorized me, with 
great unanimity, to report the mediation propo- 
sition, the circumstances alluded to Mr. Bayly 
were not known to the members of that com- 
mittee; but, in point of fact, they were made 
known to me only on the very day previous to 
my speaking on the subject. This fact ought to 
be understood, because the members gf the com- 
mittee would not probably have acted as they 
did had they been possessed of the knowledge 
alluded to. I say further that when that com- 
munication was made I informed Mr. Bayly 
that, in reference to the information, it would 
not be necessary to call the committee together 
to reconsider the proposition, as I would waive 
the right for the present to report on the sub- 
ject. 

“I may further say that the information does 
not, in my opinion, change the propriety of 
making the movement I suggested; out, for rea- 
sons which it is not proper for me to state, I de- 
cline taking any steps at this time.” 

The House then went into committee on pri- 
vate bills, and passed seventeen; and then ad- 
journed until Tuesday. 

Washington, Jan. 9. 

Mr. Cass offered a resolution that the officers 
and soldiers of the war of 1812, now sitting in 
convention in this city, be invited to occupy 
scats on the floor of the Senate during the ses- 
sion of their convention; parsed. 

Senators Houston and Morton appeared and 
took their seats. 

Mr. Shields presented a petition of the sol- 
diers of the war of 1812, praying the Senate to 
pass the bouuty land bill now before them; laid 
on the table. 

Mr. Clayton said; I have been requested by 
Commodore Stewart and other officers of the U. 
S. frigate Constitution to petition for a remuner- 
ation for the loss occurring to them from the 
recapture of the Levant, on the 10th March, 
1815, at PortPraya by the British squadron; re- 
ferred to the committee on naval affairs. 

Mr. Douglas presented a bill in favor of the 
construction of the Pacific Railroad tnd Collat- 
eral msigyuetic telegraph; read and referred. 

Mr. ^Shields, from the judiciary committee, 
reported back, with amendment, the bill for the 
reorganization of the army, and moved that it 
be printed; agreed to. 

House. — Mr. Aiken asked leave to present a 
memorial from the Charleston Chamber of Com- 
merce suggesting that a tender of mediation be 
made by Government in the Europeon war. 

Mr. Walsh objected. 

A resolution passed terminating the debate 
on the Pacific railroad billon 1 6th inst. 

The House then up the bill to amend the act 
graduating and reducing the price of public 
lands. 

Mr. Dawson advocated his amendment, incor- 
porating in the bill the main features of the 
homestead bill, and fixing the Ipiicc of land at 
14 l .< cents per acre to actual settlers. 

Mr. Ethridge gave notice of an amendment 
limiting the benefitsof the bill to native ‘citizens 
and those now naturalized. The bill was then 
laid aside. 

The Military Committee was, on motion in- 
structed to inquire as tothe propriety of extend- 
ing the army occupation act over New Mex- 
ico and Utah, with the view to prevent Indian 
outrages there. 

The House then went into committee of the 
whole and took up the Pacific railroad bill. 

Mr. Latham spoke at considerable length in 
advocacy of the bill, and also for a line of steam- 
ships from San Francisco to Shanghai. When 
he had concluded the committee rose and the 
House adjourned. 

Chicago, III., Jan. 6.
